of the National Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance union, writes to the Associated 
Press that she desires it to be known 
that the statement so generally made 
that the Woman'S Christian Temper- 
ance union requires its members to lend 
their influence to the prohibition party, 
or, if they do not, declare themselves 
disloyal, is totally incorrect. 
Members 
are left free to their political aflSliations, 
and a resolution to the contrary was 
voted down without debate at the recent 
New York convention. 


BY the act of Feb. 3, 1887, the day 
for the meeting of the presidential elec- 
tors in the states is changed from the 
first Wednesday of December to the 
second Monday of January following, 
their election. 
The reason for this 
change was to give the states ample 
time for determining any disputes that 
might arise concerning the legality of 
the choice of its electors, so that when 
the electors meet there may be no doubt 
of their right to cast the vote of the 
state for candidates for president and 
vice president.
